In short, a Community Land Trust is a form 
of community-led housing where local organi¬ 
sations (set up and run by ordinary people) de¬ 
velop and manage homes 
When presenting his motion to fellow town 
councillors, Councillor Rowland said: “There is 
a need in Seaton for the provision of social 
housing to provide good quality accommoda¬ 
tion to rent at affordable levels. 

“One way of potentially meeting some of the 
need is to assess whether there is sufficient in¬ 
terest in setting up a Community Land Trust in 
Seaton.” 

The idea is that Seaton Town Council should 
act as the catalyst by advertising and arranging 
a public meeting at Marshlands on a date to be 
agreed. 

Councillors agreed and Cllr Rowland said: 
“The meeting would be chaired and run by me, 
with the support of other interested councillors 
and with a guest speaker from a successful local 
community land trust. 

“If there was sufficient support for a Seaton 
Community Land Trust, the onus would then 


be on the attendees to organise themselves 
and form a trust without any financial implica¬ 
tions or staff involvement for Seaton Town 
Council apart from ongoing advice and support 
from councillors without becoming trust mem¬ 
bers.” 

Grants of up to £4,000 are available from the 
National Community Land Trust Network to 
establish a trust. 

Cllr Rowland is keen to hear from anyone in¬ 
terested before he decides a date for the meet¬ 
ing. Anyone interested is asked to email 
townclerk@seaton.gov.uk 

The concept of a land trust came to neighbour¬ 
ing Beer a few years ago. 

Beer Community Land Trust was set up in 
2013 with the aim of developing community as¬ 
sets for the benefit of the community, with the 
highest priority being the development of af¬ 
fordable housing. 

The first project of seven affordable homes 
was completed in February 2015. 

Major funding consisted of: 

• A £lmillion loan from East Devon District 
Council (EDDC); 

• £259,000 in grants from the Homes and Com¬ 
munities Agency.

EDDC plans for housing company 


EAST Devon District Council is looking to set¬ 
up its own local housing company to play a 
more significant role in the local housing mar¬ 
ket and increase housing supply in the area to 
meet the demand for good quality housing. 

The company, which would be wholly owned 
by the council, could play a key role in deliver¬ 
ing new homes to the district’s growing popu¬ 
lation. 

It would be financed by the council and any 
profits would come back to the council. 

Other key priorities for the new company 
would be to improve the quality of rented ac¬ 
commodation across the district, provide hous¬ 
ing for sale and shared ownership, and set 
standards for good housing design and manage¬ 
ment in the local housing market. 

A report setting out the outline business case 
for the proposal was approved by the council’s 
Cabinet on March 8th. 

The report outlines the purpose, legal position 
and operational considerations of running such 
a company. 

Among the benefits would be the opportunity 
to buy and let existing homes, including acquir¬ 
ing properties from developers, with the possi¬ 
bility of developing council-owned land or land 
bought through the open market. 

The company would be run as a business by a 
board of directors. 

The report adds: “The company can start 


small and build over time. Being entirely under 
the control of the council, we can operate at a 
pace that we are comfortable with, managing 
risk and exploring opportunity for develop¬ 
ment that are viable and provide a return on 
our investment.” 

EDDC has a wealth of experience in housing 
and is one of the reducing number of councils 
in the country which still manages its own 
council housing stock of around 4,200 proper¬ 
ties. 

This experience will assist in the operation of 
the company, although it is recognised that it 
will need to operate on commercial terms free 
from many of the local government restric¬ 
tions. 

Cllr Jill Elson, EDDC’s Portfolio holder for 
homes and communities, said: “This presents a 
wonderful opportunity for the council to play a 
more active part in the local housing market. 

“We have researched the proposal carefully 
and fully, looked at the risks and rewards, and 
decided that the local housing company model 
is a suitable model for the council to deliver its 
housing ambitions. 

“We are seeing high levels of demand for 
housing in the area and see this as a way of in¬ 
creasing supply consistent with the govern¬ 
ment’s growth agenda.” 

The council will now prepare an initial busi¬ 
ness plan, identify the first projects and report 
back to the council. 


Warning over council tax scam 


RESIDENTS across South Somerset and East 
Devon are being warned to be wary of Council 
Tax scams that may be prevalent in the next 
few weeks as bills start to be delivered to 
households. 

The offer to reduce your Council Tax banding, 
reduce your monthly payments or claim money 
back for a small fee may sound enticing, but it's 
more than likely that you have been contacted 
by a scammer who is only interested in getting 
money or your bank details out of you. 

One scam currently in operation that has 
been highlighted to South Somerset District 
Council asks for you to confirm your bank de¬ 
tails in an email to receive a refund for your pre¬ 
vious year's Council Tax bill. 

The email even gives a telephone number to 
call which is a direct line to the Council Tax 
Team at Oldham Council, making it appear 
even more genuine. 

There are key things to check when you re¬ 
ceive communication about Council Tax: 

• When writing to you. District Councils will ad¬ 
dress the letter directly to you rather than to 
'the occupier' or 'sir/madam'; 

• Councils will never ask for your bank account 
details on the phone or via email, to refund 
overpaid council tax. 

Many scams involve asking for a fee to see if 


your Council Tax banding can be lowered. This 
is a service that can be done for free. 

Council Tax bands are set by the Valuation Of¬ 
fice Agency and can only be changed under 
certain conditions. Details can be found at 
www.gov.uk/council-tax-appeals. 

Ian Potter, Revenues Manager at South Som¬ 
erset District Council said: "Many scams are 
highlighted to the council and we try to inform 
residents when they are brought to our atten¬ 
tion because ultimately it’s you, the resident, 
who may lose out. 

"If you are struggling to pay your Council Tax 
bill and need help, speak with a member of the 
Council Tax Team on 01935 462462 who will be 
able to offer help and advice." 

Councillor Peter Seib, Portfolio Holder for Fi¬ 
nance & Legal Services at SSDC added: "If you 
are due a refund of overpaid Council Tax we 
will do this automatically. 

"You can check your Council Tax band with 
the Valuation Office for free. In either case 
don't let a scammer con you."

Hospital beds: Health and Wellbeing 
Scrutiny Committee question decision 


DEVON County Council’s Health 
and Wellbeing Scrutiny Committee 
has asked NEW Devon Clinical Com¬ 
missioning Group to come back with 
assurances regarding the CCG’s de¬ 
cision to reduce the number of com¬ 
munity hospital beds in East Devon. 

After holding a public consulta¬ 
tion, the CCG announced a decision

to reduce the number of community 
hospital beds in East Devon from 143 
to 72. But members of the independ¬ 
ent scrutiny committee felt that con¬ 
sultation was flawed, and that the 
CCG’s decision was not in the inter¬ 
ests of the health service in the area. 

Following discussion at its meet¬ 
ing last week, the committee settled 
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on a list of assurances that it has 
now asked of the CCG, with the sug¬ 
gestion that unless adequate re¬ 
sponses are forthcoming within 28 
days of official notification of the 
committee’s request, the committee 
could refer the matter to the Secre¬ 
tary of State for Health, Jeremy 
Hunt. 

Those assurances include a clearer 
explanation of what care at home - 
the alternative to care in community 
hospitals - will look like, following 
concerns that there may not be ade¬ 
quate care available in people’s 
homes. 

And given staffing shortages 
within the NHS and significant chal¬ 
lenges for adult social care, the com¬ 
mittee wants to know how many 
more staff are required to make the 
new model of care work. 

There was concern among the com¬ 
mittee regarding a new government 
direction coming into effect next 
month, that will require health 
trusts to prove that there is suffi¬ 
cient alternative care provision, be¬ 
fore any hospital beds are lost. 

And, the committee resolved, there 


is not a clear plan from the CCG 
about the future of the hospital 
buildings that have lost their beds, 
and that are now in the ownership of 
NHS Property Services. 

Councillor Richard Westlake, the 
chairman of the cross-party Health 
and Wellbeing Scrutiny Committee, 
said: “We believe that the CCG’s re¬ 
cent decision requires further 
thought, and we have invited them 
to give us assurances regarding a 
number of concerns highlighted by 
the committee. 

“The consultation, we believe, was 
flawed in that it excluded Okehamp¬ 
ton and Honiton hospitals from the 
consultation. We also do not believe 
that the decision as it stands is in the 
best interests of the health service in 
the area, considering the significa¬ 
tion pressures on hospitals, such as 
the Royal Devon and Exeter, for hos¬ 
pital beds.” 

• County councillor Claire Wright 
will speak on the situation at a pub¬ 
lic meeting on Saturday, March 18th 
at Colyford Memorial Hall, from 
4:30pm. The event has been organ¬ 
ised by East Devon Alliance.

MP welcomes 
social care boost 

EAST Devon MP, Sir Hugo Swire, has wel¬ 
comed the Government’s decision to plough bil¬ 
lions of pounds extra into the social care 
system saying it will mitigate the loss of hospi¬ 
tal beds in Devon. 

As part of the Budget announced last week, 
Chancellor Philip Hammond announced that 
there would be £2billion of additional grant 
funding for social care over the next three 
years, with £lbn available in 2017-18. 

Mr Hammond says the additional funding 
will allow local authorities to ‘act now’ to com¬ 
mission care packages. 

Over the past months Sir Hugo has led calls 
for greater social care funding. He was part of 
a cross-party delegation of MPs which recently 
met with the Prime Minister, Theresa May, to 
discuss social care. 

He has also made the case for more funding 
on numerous occasions in the House of Com¬ 
mons and most recently last week when he 
questioned Treasury ministers on the subject. 

Sir Hugo said: “I have been proud to be part 
of the parliamentary campaign for more social 
care spending and I pay tribute to my col¬ 
leagues from across the political spectrum for 
making the case to Government so effectively. 

“An extra £2bn over the next three years will 
alleviate much of this pressure.”

GPs’ dismay over CCG 
decision on hospital beds 


SEATON GPs say vulnerable patients, includ¬ 
ing those who are dying, will be hit the hardest 
by the shock announcement to close hospital 
beds in the town. 

In a joint statement, the GPs at Seaton & Coly- 
ton Medical Practice and Townsend House 
Surgery express their dismay, saying: “Sadly, 
quality of care is steadily being eroded, and it 
is our most vulnerable patients who will be af¬ 
fected most by this closure. 

“Bed shortages this winter have seen the 
Royal Devon and Exeter Hospital running at 
crisis levels, so this policy seems misplaced as 
a way of reducing costs. 

“The future plans of care in the community, 
with carers covering the most vulnerable in 
their own houses, undervalues the level and 
complexity of care that is offered as an in-pa¬ 
tient and ignores the fact that there is a current 
shortage of qualified staff. 

“End of life patients who cannot be supported 
at home may now end up admitted miles away 
from family and friends.” 

There are moves in various quarters to to try 
to overturn the decision, but the GPs said:

More schoolchildren get first choice 


MORE Devon children have 
applied for a place at sec¬ 
ondary school this Septem¬ 
ber with the county council 
offering nearly 99 per cent 
of families one of their three 
preferences. 

In all, 95.8 per cent of the 
families who applied to 
Devon County Council 
have been offered their first 
preference school with 
2.8 per cent allocated their 
second preference and 0.2 
per cent their third prefer¬ 
ence. 

This means a total of 98.8 


per cent of applicants were 
offered one of their three 
preferences. 

The county council re¬ 
ceived 6,949 applicants 
from Devon pupils for a 
place at secondary school 
in September compared 
with 6,706 last year. 

Devon's cabinet member 
for schools, James Mclnnes, 
said: "It is very gratifying 
that we have been able to 
accommodate nearly every 
child in one of their three 
preferred schools. 

"It is a testament to the 


hard work of our admissions 
and school organisation 
teams and the partnership 
and co-operation we have 
received from the heads 
and governors of Devon's 
secondary schools. 

"These are obviously early 
statistics and are quite likely 
to improve even more be¬ 
fore September as appeals 
are heard and other factors 
are taken into account, such 
as parents not taking up 
places they have been of¬ 
fered." 


SOHS chairman: beds battle not lost 


THE chairman of the Save our Hospital Ser¬ 
vices, Honiton Steering Group, Gillian Pritch¬ 
ett says ‘they haven’t lost the battle’ after the 
CCG agreed to remove inpatient beds from 
Honiton hospital. 

Ms Pritchett said: “The steering group were 
very concerned that Honiton Hospital had not 
been formally included in the consultation pro¬ 
cess at the outset and we are unconvinced that 
serious consideration was given to retaining 
beds at Honiton Hospital - despite a petition 
with over 3,000 signatures and the countless 
feedback forms and letters that were sent in by 
concerned residents. 

“We may have lost this skirmish but we 


haven't yet lost the battle. With the escalating 
pressures on acute hospitals; the paucity of 
care available in the community and the 
groundswell of evidence up and down the coun¬ 
try that community hospitals are needed we re¬ 
main hopeful that the CCG decision can be 
overturned.” 

The steering group is calling for everyone to 
be outside Honiton Hospital at 11am on April 
1st - wearing red, as lines will be forming 
around hospitals in Devon on Red Lines Day. 

Ms Pritchett added: “This doesn’t just send a 
message to the media and the CCG, it also 
shows the wonderful hospital staff that they 
have strong public support.”

The Scotlands said: "We are raising money 
to offer as a reward for information. 

"If, for any reason, nobody is prosecuted, all

Chairman’s Annual report March 2017 


SINCE being elected as Mayor in May 2016, the 
months have flown past with alarming rapidity. I 
have been honoured to represent the Town 
Council, and the Town, on a wide variety of occa¬ 
sions from Family Fun days, to Festive Friday, 
from Chard's Civic Ceremony to Costa Coffee 
launches; every event a delight and a wonderful 
opportunity to promote the name of Axminster 
far and wide and to meet those who make our 
town such a fantastic place to work, rest and play 
(please excuse an old Slough expression). 

My Mayoral year started with the arrival of two 
new town councillors, Sara and Ian, but has sadly 
ended with the loss of the longest serving mem¬ 
ber of our Council, CMr. Joy Hull, who passed 
away in February. It would take far more than half 
a page to adequately convey all that Joy did for 
the town during her many years of public service 
but her memory will live on in our hearts and 
minds as we remember her outstanding contri¬ 
bution to the fabric, and history, of Axminster. 
Our condolences to her husband, Douglas, and 
their family. 

Your Town Council exists to represent everyone 
in the town and strives to provide the very best 
facilities for all our residents; each Councillor is a 
unpaid volunteer, working together with others 
as a single body, and ably supported by the staff 
at the Guildhall and other Council buildings 
around town. 

We have a new Town Council website 
(www.axminstertowncouncil.gov.uk) which I 
would encourage all parishioners to visit, and 
bookmark, which aims to be a single-point of ac¬ 
cess for all council services and facilities. That 
said, the Council's main offices at the Guildhall 
are open as per published hours and you are 


guaranteed a warm welcome if the answer you 
seek cannot be found "online". 

In terms of development matters, the planning 
committee, our clerk and other members of 
Council, spent an inordinate amount of time con¬ 
sidering applications submitted throughout the 
parish catchment area, month in, month out. 
From reviewing replacement bay windows to as¬ 
sessing entire housing estates, your Council acts 
as the town's gatekeeper and watchdog; attempt¬ 
ing to balance the need for additional housing to 
accommodate local need, and allowing sensible, 
reasonable growth, against the sometimes over¬ 
whelming urge of applicants to build on every 
acre, every square foot of land, often to the detri¬ 
ment of the town's unique geography and aging 
infrastructure. It is perhaps the aspect of council 
business that frustrates councillors, staff and 
public alike; whatever the decision we make, 
someone will always disagree with our views! 

Axminster does face a sustained period of de¬ 
velopmental growth - one of the largest in the 
district - which must be matched by a commen¬ 
surate increase in infrastructure provision to en¬ 
sure that all the new people coming to live in 
Axminster (but also those already living here) 
have affordable and sustainable access to health¬ 
care, social care, education, employment and re¬ 
tail opportunities, not to mention a transport 
system able to cope with this seemingly endless 
rise in population and vehicles, of every shape 
and size. The Town Council has been working 
with EDDC to create a Neighbourhood Plan, a 
policy document that will take on board all of the 
challenges that the town faces over the next ID- 
20 years and match these with the needs of our 
residents, both old and new. 


In terms of finances, Axminster is no different to 
every other small local authority in this part of the 
world, be that large town, or small parish council. 
Historically underfunded in relation to other parts 
of the country, Devon County Council is being 
obliged to constantly review the services it can 
provide within the limits of the funding it receives 
from national government. The same applies to 
East Devon District Council. Both of these higher 
authorities deliver different services, and you will 
shortly be receiving your annual Council Tax 
statements through the post which will contain 
an explanatory booklet outlining how much they 
intend to spend and highlighting where service 
provision is to be reduced or withdrawn. 

Axminster Town Council has been assessing 
the financial forecasts sent down from above 
since Autumn last year and councillors agreed in 
January, by a large majority, to make allowance 
within our own budget and precept figures for 
the coming year so that we can both maintain the 
services that the Town Council provides 
presently but also deliver more for our residents 
in terms of facilities, amenities and projects 
throughout the entire parish. However, like your 
own household financial budgets, these extra 
things do not come free, and the council has 
therefore decided to raise our part of the council 
tax bill - known as the "precept" - by just under 
£16 per year or 30 pence per week for a Band "D" 
property. We appreciate that any increase is hard 
felt by those whose budgets are already 
squeezed but we have a duty to provide certain 
services and we would not want to fall short or 
fail to deliver in these areas. 

However, mindful of this fiscal increase at a 
time when household finances are stretched 
throughout the town, councillors recognised that 
the Town Council does hold a significant sum in 
reserve, accrued after many years of prudent 
spending, and so it was further agreed by coun¬ 
cillors that a programme of works be undertaken 
throughout the coming years to modernise and 
upgrade a large number of our publicly owned 
buildings, to provide new amenities around the 
town for all to enjoy but also to create a rolling "5 
year" Town Improvement Fund which can be 
drawn upon as and when required in the future, 
so as to limit further potential local council tax in¬ 
creases. Our town is growing. It is getting bigger 
every day and so the demands on your council 


will grow too. We have planned sensibly, bud¬ 
geted prudently and invested wisely. My thanks 
go to all members of the relevant committees 
who gave up a huge amount of time to prepare 
our financial budget and to all the staff of the 
council who will put these plans into action. 

The world is a far different place, even to that 
of a mere 10 years ago. Axminster is no excep¬ 
tion. Technology moves along at an astonishing 
rate and all of us, including the Council, must fol¬ 
low suit or be left behind, possibly missing out. 
You may not agree or approve, but that is the 
harsh reality of modern life. Your council is adapt¬ 
ing to changes in the way people work, how we 
spend our leisure time and how we interact with 
the world around us. From websites, to emails; 
from Dropboxes to The Cloud, the manner in 
which we communicate constantly evolves. Your 
council meets regularly, on the second Monday 
of each month at the Guildhall, and members of 
the public are actively encouraged to come 
along, to see who represents you, to see how we 
are spending your tax pound in the way we be¬ 
lieve provides maximum benefit for each and 
every citizen of the town; young and old, rich and 
poor, from "here" or from "away". Your council 
serves you all equally and we welcome you to 
come along and see for yourself what we do in 
your name. 

Please have a browse around our website. Read 
the minutes of our meetings. Participate, ask 
questions, challenge what we do. The more we 
know about what you - the people who ultimately 
foot the bill - want, the better we can deliver the 
services that you demand, that you need and that 
you all benefit from. If I can help in any way pos¬ 
sible, please get in touch. My details, along with 
all other councillors, are on the website but also 
available via the Town Council offices. 

Finally, may I invite you all to come along next 
Monday (20th February) to the Guildhall for the 
Annual Parish Meeting where reports on the last 
year will be provided by a number of local repre¬ 
sentatives, and the public will, as always, have a 
chance to ask questions of your Council and 
Councillors. I hope to see a great many of you 
there.

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Children pick their favourite 
design for Colyford play park 



Plans submitted for micro-brewery in Colyton 


LOCAL children from Colyford have chosen 
the design for an eagerly-anticipated play area 
in the village. 

Despite the size of Colyford - 707 people are 
on the electoral roll - it doesn’t have a public 
play area and Colyton Parish Council and East 
Devon District Council have been hoping to 
provide a facility for children for years. 

The two councils have been working closely 
together to spend £24,000 on creating the play 
area. A total of £22,300 of this money has been 
contributed by developers through Section 106 
funding for play which is given for every new 
home created in the parish. This is collected 
by East Devon District Council, which in¬ 
volves the community in how it spends this 
money. The remaining £1,700 has come from 
the parish council. 

Children from the village were asked to come 
up with ideas for what they wanted to be able 
to do in the play area and a design brief was 
developed. Three companies put forward de¬ 
signs based on the activities that the children 
were asking for and the youngsters voted for 
their favourite at a free family theatre event 
at the Memorial Hall. The winning design was 
from LarsLaj (pictured right). 

Colyton Parish Council has spent more than 
three years trying to identify a site to provide 
a play area in the village itself. They explored 
all sorts of options that weren’t possible for 
one reason or another, but now thanks to land 
offered by parish councillor Colin Pady, a so¬ 
lution has been found and the new play area 
will soon be installed in next to Colyton Gram¬ 
mar School. 

The design has been ratified by both coun¬ 
cils. 

Councillor Iain Chubb, East Devon District 
Council’s Cabinet member for the environ¬ 


ment, said: “I’m always delighted to see play 
areas go in around the district that the local 
children and young people have helped design 
and then chosen. 

“We have been using this approach since 
2008, working in partnership with town and 
parish councils and involving the local com¬ 
munity, and it always ends up with great re¬ 
sults.” 

Councillor Andrew Parr, chairman of Coly¬ 
ton Parish Council, added: “Colyton Parish 
Council are very pleased that at last the chil¬ 
dren of Colyford have got a play area. 

“It has taken several years to achieve this 
and we are very grateful to the Pady family for 
making the land available and also to EDDC 
for the funding through the S106 scheme.” 


COLYTON could have its own micro-brew¬ 
ery if a planning application is approved. 

A planning application has been submit¬ 
ted to East Devon District Council, request¬ 
ing permission to change the use of unit 6A 
Colyon Business Park - formerly a bike/mo¬ 
torbike shop - to a micro-brewery with a 
supporting tap room and shop. 

The application has been submitted by 
Darkplace Brewery, based in Musbury. 

A supporting statement from the applica¬ 
tion said: "The principal use of the 
premises will be the manufacture and 
packaging of beer, as well as association 


administration work. All noise and odour- 
casuing production activities will be con¬ 
ducted only during standard working 
hours, Monday to Friday." 

It added that they hoped to license the 
property and open to the public 10am to 
5pm Monday to Friday, with occasional 
opening on Friday nights and Saturday and 
Sunday afternoons for corporate and pro¬ 
motional events. 

The statement added: "Craft beer has be¬ 
come very popular in the beer market- 
while people are drinking less overall, craft 
beer sales have increased, indicating a 


change in market tastes shifting from 
quantity to quality, from drinking to get 
drunk to drinking to experience interesting 
and well-crafted tastes. 

"Craft beer drinkers seek out new brew¬ 
eries and new beers to try, often taking 
special care to visit the breweries in ques¬ 
tion. We feel that by nurturing a craft beer 
community, we can be an important part of 
the tourism industry and bring visitors to 
East Devon."

1. Your front page ‘leader’ very rightly high¬ 
lighted the appalling waste of money that is likely 
to result from the judicial review saga. 

2. The problem starts with the EDDC Standards 
Sub-committee . This committee is not a court of 
law but, as other councils point out, ‘the intention 
of the procedure is to ensure that the rules of nat¬ 
ural justice are applied and a fair hearing 
achieved’. A pity that EDDC did not decide to do 
the same. Instead EDDC decided to have a Chilcot 
style investigation - where there was never any 
intention of imposing sanctions on Tony Blair 
nor enhancing his reputation - and the Rules of 
Evidence did not apply. 

3. Had the Complaint from Honiton been heard 
in a civil court then the Rules of Evidence would 
have been applied and the EDDC Standards Com¬ 
mittee should have, in fairness to all involved 
done the same. The result would have been about 
a three page Summary of Evidence supported by 
three witness statements, and would have started 
from early 2015 and introduced the factors lead¬ 
ing up to the events of late 2015/2016. 

4. From the Summary of Evidence it then be¬ 
comes blindingly obvious that the defendant had 
no case to answer. The tragedy of all of this is that 
the judicial review should never have been re¬ 
quired in the first place and the waste of funds 
was avoidable.

■ ALTHOUGH it notes concerns about the ac¬ 
tions of Councillor John Taylor, Pulman’s View 
From Honiton (March 7th, 2017) is incomplete in 
two important ways: 

First, although Councillor Taylor won the re¬ 
view in respect of Honiton Town Council, there 
is no mention of the material issues against 
Councillor Taylor which the presiding judge up¬ 
held, namely: ‘The decision of East Devon both 
as to breach and the sanctions it recommended 
was lawful’ (Mr Justice Edis, Approved Judg¬ 
ment, para 44). This judgment also notes (para 42) 
that Councillor Taylor accused the Town Clerk 
of criminal conduct without ‘the slightest justifi¬ 
cation for doing so’ and that this was a ‘very se¬ 
rious error of judgment’. An accusation of this 
kind is a very serious matter, and, if he hasn’t 
done so, Councillor Taylor should apologise 
without reservation, publicly and immediately. 

Second, Pulman’s neglects to mention that 
Honiton Town council is responsible for costs 
only for the period of the case prior to March 
19th 2016 (a small proportion of the whole case). 

After that time, all costs were awarded against 
Councillor Taylor, and he is thus responsible for 
both Council costs and his own from this time 
(Mr Justice Edis, Costs Judgment, para 28). 
Given the likely amount of these costs, and the 
comments of Judge Edis regarding Councillor 
Taylor’s conduct, residents of Honiton and East 
Devon should press Honiton Town Council and 
EDDC to pursue Councillor Taylor for the pay¬ 
ment of the proportion of Council costs for which 
he is responsible in full in a timely manner.

public transport timetable. By bus, via Axmin¬ 
ster and Seaton, takes over four hours, and 
would leave only an hour for the visit, in order 
to catch the last connection home again.

Critically acclaimed play 
about cricketer Colin Milbum

FOLLOWING a sell-out tour in 
November 2016, Dougie Blax- 
land’s critically acclaimed one 
man show When The Eye Has 
Gone is coming to The Marine 
Theatre Lyme Regis as part of 
a UK National tour on March 
15th.

When The Eye Has Gone tells 
the all too brief life of Colin 
“Ollie” Milburn - the cricket¬ 
ing legend who was one of Eng¬ 
land’s most unlikely sporting 
heroes. Full of anecdotes, a 
thumping soundtrack and a 
large gin and coke, the story 
swings backwards and for¬ 



wards through Milburn’s life 
as he raises a glass to the tri¬ 
umphs, including his first Test 
Century against the West In¬ 
dies at Lords in 1966 and the 
disasters, like losing his left 
eye in a car accident in 1969. 

The extraordinary story of 
Colin Milburn has all the hall¬ 
marks of a Greek tragedy. In 
1966 he became a household 
name, scoring a blistering cen¬ 
tury against the mighty West 
Indies in only his second test. 
He then caused a major sensa¬ 
tion playing for Western Aus¬ 
tralia in the Sheffield Shield 
smashing 243 against Queens¬ 
land at Brisbane in an in¬ 
nings described by Don 
Bradman as “the greatest 
innings played by an En¬ 
glishman on Australian 
soil”. This was quickly 
followed by another glo¬ 
rious century for Eng¬ 
land against Pakistan in 
Lahore. 

Just a few weeks later, 
on his triumphant return 
to England, he lost his 
left eye in a car crash in 
Northampton, an injury 
that effectively ended his 
career and life prospects. 
His subsequent decline 
into alcoholism ended 
with his death from a 


heart attack at the age of 48. 
Ian Botham was one of the pall 
bearers. 

Originally commissioned by 
The Professional Cricketers’ 
Association for Mind Matters, 
their mental health awareness 
programme, When The Eye Has 
Gone was written by the award¬ 
winning playwright Dougie 
Blaxland, nom de plume of 
James Graham-Brown, a for¬ 
mer Derbyshire and Kent all- 
rounder and directed by 
Roughhouse Theatre. 

The part of Colin Milburn is 
played by GSA graduate Dan 
Gaisford. Dan has worked ex¬ 
tensively in TV, film and the¬ 
atre and his recent credits 
include Clybourne Park (Mer¬ 
cury Theatre Colchester), Kid¬ 
napped (Brassworks Theatre) 
and Henry Walker and the 
Wheel of Death (Roughhouse 
Theatre).

ON THE SHOWBIZ BEAT 

It’s not all song 
and dance at the 

Theatre this week 


IN THEATRE, just like in 
life, it’s good to occasionally 
be taken out of your comfort 
zone and this is something 
I’ve had to learn over the 
last two years. 

Given the choice, my ideal 
viewing is and always will 
be an all singing, all dancing 
musical, but recently my 
eyes have been opened to a 
whole world of theatre, 
which I had no idea could be 
quite so enthralling. 

Like film and television, 
it’s sometimes the darker 
material, which has more of 
an impact, so, rather than 
shows with tap shoes and 
plenty of vibrato (my pre¬ 
ferred theatrical lot), this 


week has been filled with 
powerful portrayals and pro¬ 
ductions I would never nor¬ 
mally choose to see. 

It's great to experience a 
full range, but you do need 
to make sure you're emo¬ 
tionally robust (which I'm 
not!) before you visit and my 
delicate state was well and 
truly tested right at the be¬ 
ginning of the week with a 
trip to Thomas Hardye 
School. 

I was invited to see the A- 
Level Drama students per¬ 
form their examination 
pieces and although there 
was a wealth of exceptional 
talent on display, some of 
the subject matter, which 


they had chosen was hor¬ 
rific; boundary pushing in 
every sense and worryingly 
thought provoking. 

My next theatre trip wasn’t 
much cheerier either as I 
headed off to Southwark 
Playhouse to see The Diary 
of a Teenage Girl. I like to go 
in cold when it comes to the¬ 
atre and try not to read too 
much about shows before 
my visit and so, I had in my 
mind that the production 
was going to be a, kind of, 
girl’s version of Adrian 
Mole. 

How wrong could I be? It 
turns out very. Although the 
play is a comedy, it’s actu¬ 
ally about a girl being sexu¬

ally abused, so I failed to see 
the funny side. That said, it 
was very well done and as a 
critic, you have to take into 
consideration the quality of 
the production, not just your 
own personal taste when 
you are reviewing some¬ 
thing. 

Next on the list was a visit 
to the Harold Pinter to see 
Imelda Staunton and co in 
Who’s afraid of Virginia 
Woolf?. The multi-award 
winner was absolutely ma¬ 
jestic throughout, but I have 
to admit that I had no idea 
what was going on for most 
of play. 

I then trooped down to the 
Old Vic to see Daniel Rad¬ 
cliffe in Rosencrantz and 
Guildenstern are Dead, 
which although wordy and 
at times a little baffling, pro¬ 
vided the light relief I had 
been longing for all week. 

All of the plays were ex¬ 
tremely well done and kept 
me on the edge of my seat, 


but I couldn’t help but yearn 
for a musical to lighten my 
mood and leave me with a 
spring in my step. 

I will start to scratch my 
musical theatre itch again 
very soon however, as I’m 
about to get back on the 
stage myself. I’m ecstatic to 
be joining the cast of Spa- 
malot in Axminster and will 
start rehearsals in May. 

The hilarious musical com¬ 
edy, based on Monty Python 
and the Holy Grail will be 
staged at the Guildhall in 
September and I’m playing 
the coveted role of the Lady 
of the Lake, a part which has 
been played by the likes of 
Bonnie Langford and Jodie 
Prenger, so I’ll be sure to ask 
their advice before I start. 

Next week I'm off to see a 
play called Seventeen at the 
Lyric Hammersmith-which 
sees a cast of veteran actors 
take on the role of a group of 
teenagers-before I get to 
have a look at the newly re¬ 


opened Bush Theatre. 

I’m then off to see Stepping 
Out, which stars Amanda 
Holden and has had a last 
minute cast change due to 
Tamsin Outhwaite breaking 
her foot. Her replacement is 
a highly acclaimed musical 
theatre performer called 
Anna Jane Casey, someone I 
have a huge amount of admi¬ 
ration for, so I’m actually re¬ 
ally pleased I will get to see 
her. As she is an outstand¬ 
ing dancer, I’m hoping her 
twinkle toes will help to ‘Tap 
my troubles away’.

GUINNESS BEER 
CASTLE 



ONE of Ireland's most historic homes is for sale. Celebrate St. Patrick's 
Day and 'drown the shamrock' at the Guinness Beer Castle that has 
reigned over the rolling emerald hills of Ireland near Dublin since the 
18th century. In recent history, the castle housed Guinness-beer 
heiress Oonagh, Lady Oranmore and Browne, one of the three "golden 
Guinness girls," who entertained lavishly and whose guests have in¬ 
cluded the Rolling Stones, Anjelica Huston (who grew up next-door), 
Lucian Freud, and U2's Bono. 

Dublin's most famous export, Guinness beer, first arrived in the 
United States on the shore of North Carolina in 1817 under the direc¬ 
tion of Arthur Guinness II, first heir to the company. The dark ale, 


known as stout, became an instant hit as it spread its de¬ 
licious exports around the world. Today, offering eleven 
distinct varieties, thousands of bottles will be consumed 
on St. Patrick's Day, a one-day break from Lent, after six¬ 
teen days of building up a powerful thirst. Though to 
many Americans, St. Patrick's Day has evolved into 
green beer and a drinking free-for-all, if you're heading 
to Dublin to celebrate and take a tour of the Guinness 
castle, be forewarned that you'll probably be doing it 
with other tourists in the Guinness' Temple Bar neigh¬ 
borhood because when the parade is over most of the lo¬ 
cals head home to a nice dinner and an evening of calm 
entertainment. 

The castle, named Luggala, is on 5,000 acres and lies 
within its original 18th-century gardens surrounded by 
old Irish oaks, emerald lawns, heather and wildflowers 
overlooking the dark blue water of Lough (Lake) Tay. 
Though not of massive proportions and tall spires, Lug- 
gala, a former hunting lodge, is comprised of 19,099 
square feet of living space with a total of 27 bedrooms 
and 18 full baths. With its low-lying crenellated roofline, 
the whitewashed structure makes a striking statement 
against the dark-wooded backdrop. Leaning toward 
Gothic style, it is awash with little battlements, crochets, 
trefoil and quatrefoil windows and ogee mantelpieces 
throughout. Structures on the property include the main 
house with seven bedrooms, dining room, large entrance 
hall, three main reception rooms and library, a four-bed¬ 
room guest house and another 17 bedrooms between 
seven lodges and cottages within the estate. A fascinat¬ 
ing story of the estate's history can be found in "Luggala 
Days: The Story of a Guinness House" by Robert 
O'Byrne, who tells that it was once called "the most dec¬ 
orative honey pot in Ireland" and elaborates on its scan¬ 
dals and intrigues. 

Now for sale, the 18th-century castle that beer bought 
and was always known as a house of great welcome and 
happiness, according to historians, is priced at $29.5 mil¬ 
lion or about 28 million euros.
